Tension Increases in lran--Reds Start Big Demonstration 


TEHRAN, Iran, May 29—<ZP)- A demonstration by 50,000 persons 
in Tehran today opened a Communist-front barrage against the 
British and Americans keyed to the explosive oil issue. Tanks and 
troop-trucks patrolled the tense capital. 
It was the biggest Communist-front demonstration thus far in 
Tehran, and it was the signal for other demonstrations planned at 
key points throughout Iran, called by the Communist Tudeh party 
as a protest against “ British-American imperialism.” 
The lower House of Parliament, meeting while the demonstrators 


gathered, voted to extend Iran’s 
martial law to 
seven points in 


Khuzistan province, where the oil industry is centered. However,

The Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, chief target of the demonstra­

He expressed British will­ 
ingness, under certain unspecified conditions, to accept some form 
of nationalization of the British oil holdings.)

Start At the Top
